Business Agent Fred Heckman, 
has reported to the Building Trades | 
council and the Central Labor pean 
cil that the union stamp has been 
thrown out of most of the lumber 
yards of the county, and that the 
action was simply a forerunner "1 


open shop in all parts of Contra 
Costa. 


In Richmond, the Stege Hard- 


ware and Lumber company, Irwin & 
Lewis, and the Tilden Lumber com- 
pany have discarded the stamp, and 
are now running under open shop 
conditions. This actiom was taken 
by the firms Monday. 

All of the men of the above 
firms are still at work, and are sat- 
isfied with conditions. There has 
been no change made in hours or 
wages. 

It is understood that the change 
is made so that local firms will be 
operating on the same basis as out- 
side firms, as the lumber companies 
of this side of the bay have bees 
operating as open shop fer the 
past three.or four years. Carpen- 
ters have been working on this | 
lumber from outside, that bore no | 
stamps, but have refused to work 
on any Richmond lumber unless it, 
contained the stamp. |

Only a few days remain of the 


time when returns of income for the 
year 1914 cam be filed by individuals 
and corporations without incurring 
the severe penalties for aslinaereey 
in filing. 

March first is absolutely the last 
day returns can be filed without 
subjecting the taxpayer to these 
penalties. In the case of an indi 
vidual, the specific penalty for de- 
linquency is from $20 to $1,000 and 
in the case of a corporation; from 
$50 to $10,000 and in addition to 
these penalties, any amount of tar 
found to be due will be increased 
fifty per cent. One cannot, therefore, 
too strongly urge the importance of 
filing returns on or before March I, 

Immediately after March ist, a 
large foree of intefnal revenue of- 
ficers will be gént into the territory 
of thie Metrict, which comprises all 
‘ot Caitfetinia: north of Kern and Sen 
Luis ged counties, and all of the 
‘State 4 f Nevada.

That the present session of the 
Legislature will make a radical 
ehange in the method of admin- 
4istering county highways seems 
‘certain. The expressed inten- 
tions of many legislators to en- 
act legislation dealing with coun- 
ty highways, and the apparent 
public sentiment back of such 
legislation, make certain the fact 
that there is to he a radical 
change in road government in 
California. 

Now this is all very well and 
good, yet it must be confessed 
that the plan of bringing the en- 
tire roadmaking system of the 
atate under the head of a state 
commission which is to be ap- 
pointed hy the governor does not 
appeal to the voters and tax- 
payers. In other words, the pro- 
posed legislation will do away 
with the plan of county super- 
visors handling road matters, 
which is the chief reason of hav- 
ing county supervisors. If they 
are to be shorn of their powers, 
why not do away with all county 
government and turn county af- 
fairs over to the state, or at 
least turn them over to the gov- 
ernor in order to strengthen his 
political machine?
